THE TIMS, April i11-—-Germany 
fears the entrance of Denmark in- 
to the war on the side of the 
Entente Allies, according to dis- 
patches received in Washington to- 
night. 

Negotiations between the Allies 
and Denmark have been in progress 
for sometime, it is stated, and Ger- 
many found the situation critical im- 


mediately after the entrance of the 
United States into the war. 

Berlin is reported to have offered 
concessions to Denmark to remain 
neutral, among them A res- 
toration to the monarchy a part 
of Schleswig-Holstein. 

Finding these offers of no avail 
Germany has resorted to threats, 
citing Belgium as an example of the 
fate of Denmark if the monarchy 
should enter the war.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Spe- 
cific bids for thirty-four sea-going 
submarines of the 800-ton type were 
received at the Navy Department 
today in response to advertisements 
asking for proposals on thirty- 
eight such craft. 

In addition to the formal bids the 


department proposes that the gov- 


ernment itself construct submarines 
under license by the holder of the 
Patents and rights used. 

The Electric Boat Company pro- 
posed to build eighteen submarines 
in from sixteen to twenty-six months 
and at a price of $1,524,000 for each 
vessel constructed on the Atlantic 
Coast and $1,592,000 for each con- 
structed on the Pacific Coast. The 
limit of cost set by Congress for the 
submarines apparently excludes these 
these proposals, as it is $1,300,000. 

The company proposed as an al- 
ternative to construct the subma- 
rines on à cost plus 15 per cent. 
profit basis. 

The California Shipbuilding Com- 
pany of Long h, Cal., and the 
Lake Torpedo Boat Company of 
Bridgeport, Ct., proposed to build 
from four to eight submarines, each 
in from twenty-four to thirty-two 
months at prices ranging from 
$1,288,000 to $1,299,000, depending 
upon design. The cost plus per- 
centage of profit plan also was pro- 
posed by the companies as an alter- 
native and the Lake company of- 
fered to license the government to 
construct on its plans for $100 per 
net ton submerged displacement.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Presi- 
dent Wilson, in a conference with 
Speaker Champ Clark and Majority 
Leader Kitchin at the Capitol today, 
insisted on the terms of the admin- 
istration for raising a large army 
on the principle of selective draft. 
At the same time, however, it was 
learned that the War Department 
virtually had decided on plans un- 
der which opportunity would be 
given for approximately 600,000 
men to volunteer for service for 


the term of the war. 

The net result of the new plans 
would be to make the total National 
Guard and regular force to be or- 
ganized first independently of the 
selective-draft plan approximately 
724,000 men, making room for the 
absorption of 600,000 volunteers. 
No attempt to enlist men to accom- 
plish this will be made, however, 
until Congress has acted and au- 
thority is granted to enlist such vol- 
unteers for the duration of the war 


only. 
THE ONLY WAY. 


The President made it clear that 
the administration army plan had 
been formulated only after it had 
been decided that it was the only 
way to meet the demand for a great 
and efficient fighting force. 

Both Speaker Clark and Mr. 
Kitchin told the President that 
much sentiment existed in Congress 
against the plan, principally on the 
ground that draft should not be re- 
sorted to until an effort had been 
made to raise an army through vol- 


unteers. 

Careful reconsideration of the 

terms of the existing National De- 
fense Act is responsible for the con- 
templated change of the adminis- 
tration’s policy in vegard to the 
mobilization of the National Guard 
for war.

The Germans 
say that they had only two divisions 
on the front attacked. Accepting 
this, they had a little more than 
30,000 men in line—certainly not 
over 35,000—and mere than 11,000 
surrendered, a full third. -As the 
casualties could net have beep lesa. 
it is clear that the two divisions 
were practically destroved. 

It has been the British theory 
that under constant pounding the 
German morale was breaking down 
and reports at the British front of 
growing readiness of Germans te 
eurrender seem 82 this out. 

Because of the cohsiderable num- 
ber of Germans coming in night by 
night, the British soldiers and offi- 
ders felt that the Germans were 
beginning to weaken, and the pres- 
ent battle is far and away the most 
impressive evidence of the correct- 
ness of their estimates. 

BRITISH ARMY HAS ARRIVED. 

But nothing can detract from the 
splendid achievemenf of the British 
army in the battle of Arras. It is a 
final demonstration of the fact that 
the British army has arrived; that 
the British soldier is a match for the 
German conscript; and the machine 
that Britain has created is a menace 
to the German army, a greater men- 
ace than any German officer ever 
imagined could come out of Eng- 
land. 

Whatever the subsequent develop- 
ments may be, it is clear now that 
the battle of Arras represents the 
most successful British operation 
during the war and one of the most 
successful attacks in the history of 
trench warfare. 

The British, attacking with no 
limited object but to smash through 
twelve miles of the German front, 
have done more than any other Al- 
lied army on the western t dur- 
ing the war. 

COMPARISONS. 

At Neuve Chapelle, two years ago, 
they gained rather less than a mile 
on a front of two or three. At Loos 
they gained perhaps two or three 
miles on a front of seven or eight. 
The French in their great attack at 
Champagne nowhere advanced more 
than two miles on a front of fifteen 
miles. In the first days of the bat- 
tle of the Somme the British ad- 
vance was lees than two miles, and 
it was not until Septem ber—that is, 
three months after the battle opened 
that the British had made as 
much ground as they have now 
made about Arras. The French at- 
tack at the Somme was more im- 
mediately successful, and gained 
perhaps four miles

A mere statement of the above 
points is sufficient to show the tre- 
mendous importance of the confer- 
ences to be held, because of a reali- 
zation of the sensitiveness of public 
opinion in the United States to for- 
eign alliance, though it may be said 
parenthetically that Washington ad- 
vocated such alliance when tempo- 
rary in character. Mr, Balfour 
the representatives of the other Al- 
lies will not officially suggest the 
signature of an agreement for the 
United States to join with 
many enemies in making war in 
common and peace in 

Nevertheless, such an agreemen 
is regarded as highly desirable in 
the interest of the United States. 
This country cannot afford to have 
make a separate peace and 
leave the United States, now pro- 
tected by the British est., to cope 
single-handed with Germany. It is 
Certain that as a result of Mr. Bal- 
four’s visit there will be a better 
understanding between the govern- 
ments of the United States and 
Great Britain, and it is highly prob- 
able also that a better understand- 
ing will follow between. the con- 
ferees of American representatives 
with the French, Italian and Rus- 
man, and if they come, too, the 
Japanese delegates.

WE'RE IN WITH BOTH FEET. 

The President and his Cabinet 
will consider with the greatest care 
the policy of the United States in 
the various matters which will arise 
during the conferences. In this con- 
nection it may do stated that that 
policy has been expressed to the Al- 
lies as follows: 

“The United States te in the war 
with both feet. The President has 
pledged all © power and all the 
resources the United States to 
bring Germany to terms and to end 
the war. These are not mere worda. 
They are the expression of the de- 
termination of the péople of the na- 
tion, speaking through the Presi- 
dent. This government proposes to 
aid the Allies in every way possible. 
It knows the Allies need money; it 
will furnish them with money. It 
knows the Allies need supplies of 
all kinds; it will furnish them with 
supplies. It knows the Allies need 
help in freeing the ocean of Ger- 
man submarines; it will help in this 
important work.” 

It may be that the time will come 
when the United States will even 
send troops to Europe, but that 
time. as will be pointed out, néces- 
sarily must be distant, since experi- 
ence demonstrated that raw 
troops are worse than useless. Con- 
sequently, an army must be trained. 
When such an army exists then will 
be decided whether the situation 
justifies the digpatch of troops across 
the seas,

The long struggle of the drugiess 
practitioners to obtain State recog- 
nition wae given a setback in the 
Legisiature today when the Senate 
by a vote of 17 to 14 refused to pass 
a bill by Scott of San Francisco ee 
tablishing a board of examiners 
composed entirely of exponents of 
drugiess healing. Scott moved for 
reconsideration and announced that 
he would make a further effort to 
have his measure approved.

-| Peruvian Indians Greatest Weavers. 

[New York Herald:] The ancient 
Indians of Peru are now considered 
the world’s greatest weavers. This 
noteworthy revelation in the history 
of textile art is the result of the 


| fabrics executed by the gifted ancient 
Indian population of Peru. Though 
buried three centuries or more in 
the sandy desert after made 
with primitive hand looms and other 
weaving implements, these wonder- 
ful fabrics are now found to be sa- 
perior to those turned out by the 
automatic looms of the great mills 
of today. 


The primitive Peruvian hand loom 


consisted of two sticks, one at the 
top and one at the bottom, In er- 
tain tapestry looms, when it was 
Gosirable to allow thé warps ttle 
play, they were fastened directly to 
the loom bars.

ROFFER MONEY AND SHIPS. 

While there may have been doubts 
weeks ago, before we were engaged in ac- 
tual war with Germany, as to the wisdom 
and propriety of making too great haste in 
loaning or giving money to France, those 
doubts exist no longer, and we should now 
call to mind the maxim that “He gives 
twice who gives quickly.” 

“Millions of dollars” means a large sum 
of money, but when a nation is engaged 
in war sometimes judicious extravagance 
becomes wise economy. Germany by her 
Wanton attacks upon us has forced us into 
co-operation with the Allies, and the ques- 
tion with us now is how to make that co- 
operation most effective. 

To send an army of a million or half a 
million of men to Europe, as some hot- 
blooded enthusiasts propose, is wholly im- 
practicable. We could not get that num- 
ber of soldiers drilled and equipped in less 
than six months. We have not, even in 
combination with the Allies, ships enough 
to transport such a force or to provision 
it after it was landed in France, and, if we 
had, we should necessarily lessen the sup- 
plies of food and munitions we now send 
and really aid the German submarines in 
their work of frightfulness. We might send 
a few regiments of regulars to entwine the 
Stars and Stripes with thé flags of France, 
England, Russia and Italy, and put hope 
into the hearts and strength into the arms 
of those who are battling against the im- 
placable Hohenzollern, but, unfortunately, 
small detachments of our trained and gal- 
lant troops would run the risk of getting 
“lost in the shuffle,” or something near it, 
and would necessarily not have a fair 
chance to do the fine work of “making 
good,” or of distinguishing themselves spe- 
cially. — 

The best help we can give is to bestow, 
with an unsparing hand, the food, the mu- 
nitions and above all the money and ships 
that the Allies need and of which we have 
an abundance (except the ships on the 
outset.) 

Lioyd George said long ago that “the war 
might de won with the last $500,000,000,” 
and it is as true with nations as with ca- 
nines that, while “Brag is a good dog, Hold- 
fast is a better one.” It may easily be 
that the acquisition of $1,000,000,000 by 
France at this time, from some source or 
sources. would produce military results 
that would end the war. 

It is certain that it would be bad policy, 
now that we have been forced into war, to 
make that war a purely defensive one on 
our part. We must make it offensive as 
well. Our money is, under existing cir 
cumstances, our most powerful and avail- 
able fighting force. France needs it even 
as we once needed her help. Let us not 
forget Lafayette and Rochambeau, and not 
fail to remember that in our war of inde 
pendence German rulers sent 29,166 of their 
subjects to fight against our forefathers. 


R AN AMERICAN AIR FLEET. 

At the start of the war Germany pos- 
sessed undoubted supremacy in the air. 
Even in her last victorious campaign 
against Rumania it is admitted that the 
rout of the Russian and Rumanian forces 
was chiefly attributable to the use of Ger- 
man airplanes and to Rumania’s lack of 
Aying machines. 

Only lately have France and Great Brit- 

ain obtained control of the air on the west- 
ern front. Therefore it is more than a co 
incidence that the first large retirement of 
the Teuton armies and the successful 
smashes on their present line engineered 
by the British and French date from the 
time when the Allied airplane service 
overcame the initial advantage possessed 
by the Teutons. Whenever the weather is 
too stormy for the filers the Allied ad- 
vance halts. 
80, as Rear-Admiral Peary has been im- 
pressing on the people of Los Angeles, our 
programme of military preparedness must 
inaugurate an aviation service for the Unit- 
ed States second to none. The airplane 
is the eye of the army and navy. It is 
something more. It is a most valuable 
weapon of offense, a coming leader in rapid 
transit; in peace or war the future of every 
nation will depend greatly on its fleet of 
airships. 

At present our number of airplanes is 
negligible; while our lack of trained air- 
men is still more serious. Of course with 
our manufacturing facilities we can build 
airplanes more quickly than any other 
nation. But before we can use them we 
must have thousands of trained av'ators 
and to obtain these the establishment of a 
Department of Aeronautics by Congress 
should be proceeded with immediately. . 

Our inventors also have here a great 
field before them. There are certain im- 
perfections to be removed. One of these is 
want of variability in speed. Another prob- 
jem is the production of giant airplanes 
capable of carrying enormous weights. As 
it is, the invulnerability of the airplane 
in battle is marvelous. One French di- 
plane came back safely, scarred by 400 
bullets and shell splinters and with four 
teen hits on the armored hood. 


NATION OF NATIONS. 

The Nation of Nations will not—to 
quote Alfred Crozier—be a mere federation 
of nations. “It will not be a mere tem- 
porary and dissoluble union of many gov- 
ernments. It will not be a mere treaty or 
agreement of alliance between countries. 
It will be a real government—a new, in- 
dependent sovereign nation with the usual 
functions and powers. It will be complete 
within itself. It will have and support its 
own army and navy. Its own officials, ex- 
clusively, will direct its affairs. It will not 
be in alliance with or in any way depend 
upon or be subject to the will of any other 
nation.” | 

The Nation of Nations will not be either 
a monarchy, an autocracy or a democracy. 
It will be a genuine representative govern- 
ment, represefiting all of the nations, and 
the inhabitants of all of the nations which 
form it, and its only citizens will be the 
citizens of such supporting nations. 

It will make its own laws; its courts ex- 
clusively will construe them, and its ex- 
ecutive will enforce them without permis- 
sion of, or dictation by, any or all other 
nations combined. The only limit on its 
acts and sovereign power will be its own 
supreme constitution and the checks, re 
‘strictions and limitations thereof, interpret- 
ed by its own Supreme Court. 

The constitution must be one that will 
receive the moral approval of the world's 
inhabitants. It should represent the en-

And it must 
have a Supreme Council made up of the 
greatest men of the different countries, men 
with capacity for world statesmanship 
based on right and justice. A Nation of 
Nations thus organized and conducted will 
be the greatest blessing to the race ever 
devised by haman agencies.” 


A IDEAS. 

Why are we in a state of war with 
Germany? We know well the overt acts 
that led to the final rupture and the se- 


acts. But a knowledge of these things ex- 
plains nothing. They are simply the et- 
fects, not the causes. 

From the first impact of the contending 
armies in Europe the fight has broadened 
till now the whole world is divided into 
two hostile camps. And the issue is no 
longer a material one. Had it remained 
so, the United States would still have been 
counted in the neutral column. While the 
war has widened geographically, it has 
narrowed ethically. It has become, in fact, 
a conflict of two opposite ideas in human 
government. 

To put it briefly, the Teutonic idea Is 
that the individual exists for the good of 
the state, the American idea is that the 
state exists for the good of the individual. 
Such being the case, it was inevitable that 
on a direct challenge the United States 
could never be found actively aiding the 
Prussian doctrine of autocratic state s0- 
clalism, Originally this doctrine was as 
alien to the German people as it is to our- 
selyes, It has been fastened on them by 
the hardy state of Prussia. 

It is not a war of races; our kinship with 
the German people is as strong as with any 
of the other nations whose sons and daugh- 
ters have helped to build up this common- 
wealth, It ts a war of ideas, but where 
the motives are filtered from these ideas 
and put into practice, we cannot always 
see the issue clearly. 

Were material interests alone at stake 
there would be no more wars, for victor 
and vanquished alike suffer materially. 
The most ignorant insult ever levelled 
against the American people was that of 
Senator Norris that in entering the war 
“we were about to put the dollar mark on

to dispose of the body and soul of the in- 
dividual in any cause, good or bad, has 
become the creed of all the diverse peo- 
ples solidified under a Prussian monarch. 

Against such a 0obelief individualistic 
America was bound to fight, and if the 
fight expanded to one for world supremacy 
by armed force, was sooner or later bound 
to draw the sword of civic liberty. The 
state that has challenged the soul of man 
in the past has always been defeated. To- 
day, the two extremes, socialism and autoc- 
racy, are joined against the two means, 
individualism and constitutionally made 
laws, in a war that will probably decide a 
general system of world government for 
al] posterity. 

America is fighting for mankind. In the 
overthrow of Prussian militarism Germany 
has more to gain than any of the powers 
arrayed against her. Only, until Prussian- 
ism has been proved a false god. the Ger- 
man people will not easily be pried loose 
from ideas drilled into them for genera- 
tions. For their autocracy has never per- 
secuted them as the Russian people have 
been persecuted. There has been no Ger- 
man Siberia. Indeed, under autocracy 
Germany has prospered commercially. 
But it has dwarfed spiritual progress. It 
has ennobled the creed of might over right. 
It has organized the state to direct the 
people, not enlightened the people to con- 
trol the state. 

America has succeeded through the in- 
itiative and enterprise of the individual. 
If the state superseded the individual, as 
it has done in Germany, we might be bet- 
ter organized than we are at present. But 
we should have no freedom and no safety 
valve for our surplus energies. ‘There are 
a few Prussians in the United States. But 
had the fatherland been peopled with Amer- 
icanized Germans there would be no Kaiser 
and no war. 

Men live for ideas and men will die for 
them. ‘The German idea of autocracy per- 
meates even their education. In a Ger- 
man university the professor tells the stu- 
dent what he fs to do; in an American unt. 
versity the student tells the professor what 
course he wishes to follow. Nothing il- 
lustrates better the difference between the 
two civilizations. | 

With the Prussian idea we can never 
be in agreement. It was not the idea of 
Kant vr Goethe or Schiller. The devil of- 
fered the Son of Man the glory of all the 
kingdoms of the world if he would fall 
down and worship him, but the Redeemer 
chose rather to be crucified for an idea.

THE ARMY OF FREEDOM. 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

BY SVETOZAR TONJOROFF, 
Author of “The War of the Nations,” 
Struggle for an Out- 


NE of the most inspiring and 

yet pathetic spectacies that 

history has recorded is the re 
turn of the army of Russian free 
dom from Siberia at the summons 
of the New Russia. 

It is an army of 100,000 strong: 
an army of men, of women and even 
of children whose young eyes have 
first gazed upon the world in the 
oo bleak light of a Siberian win- 

r. 

The dominant figure in that army 


is a woman of 73, who has spent } 


half her lifetime in Siberia because, 
in her own words, she had learned 
to “think” when she was 18. Her 
name is Ekaterina Breshkovskaya. 
She is known as the “Grandmother 
of the Russian Revolution.” 

shortly after the outbreak 
of the war, the autocracy pardoned 
a large number of Siberian exiles 
as a pledge of its purpose to ina 
gurate a liberal regime in Russia, 
Mme. Breshkovskaya was not per- 
mitted to return to Europe. Instead, 
she was sent a thousand piles fur- 
ther north, to frozen Yakutsk, close 
to the edge of the Arctic Circle. 

When she was ordered furthest 
north, Exaterina Breshkovskaya was 
in broken health; she was almost 
blind and 71 years old. But the 
autocracy feared that she might es- 
cape. So she was buried alive in 
the snow ice of far Yakutsk. . 

A great nter has left to pos 
terity a picture of singular power 
and pathos. It is a picture of the 
shattered army of Napoleon on the 
tragic retreat from Moscow. No 
portrayal of human despair in the 
mass is more effective than that 
conveyed in that masterpiece. Hun- 
ger, nakedness, suffering and disas- 
ter were never more poignantly 
Umned upon canvas. 

The army which is now march- 
ing back from Siberia with Mme. 
Breshkovskaya as its most striking 
individual figure is like the Napo- 
leonic army on its retreat from Mos- 
cow in every respect—save one. 

It is an army in tatters—an army 
footsore and weary and shattered of 
body and of mind. But it is not an 
army of despair. It is an army of 


The shadows of suffering dwell in 
the eyes of this army; but those 
pain-weary eyes see a great light 
ahead. They gaze upon the fulfill- 
ment of a mighty dream. They 
strain to catch a glimpse of free 
Russia—a Russia made free by the 
upspringing of the fame which that 
army of brave men and women kept 
alive in the soul of the people at the 
cost of their own liberty and happi- 
ness. 


They have drunk the cup of bitter- 
ness to the dregs, these soldiers of 
„ Men and women nye 


bodily torture. Other thousands 
have been driven to the borderland 


| of mental darkness by moral tuffer- 


ing. They have evidenced hunger 
and thirst. bitter cold and scorch- 
ing heat—for every corner of Sibe.. 
ria, as Mme. Breshkovekaya has 
said, has its own peculiar position.” 

And, unlike Napoleon's army on 
the retreat from Moscow, the Rus- 
sian army on the advance from 8. 
beria is a victorious host. It is an 
army which has conquered the rifle 
and the knout and the sword with 
spiritual weapons. It has demon- 
strated the superiority of mind over 
matter. It has shown the mastery 
of right over might. Its triumph 
has foreshadowed the coming vic- 
tory of the masses the world over in 
their age-old struggle against privi- 
lege and oppression. 

When this host, with scarred and 
broken bodies but exultant spirits, 
crosses the border of its prison-land 
into Russia, it will behold a sight 
which the most daring of optimists 
would not have hazarded to predict 
six months ago. It will see the au- 
thor of ite miseries, Nicholas Nich- 
olaievitch Romanoff, a prisoner in 
his own palace of TsarskoeSelo. It 
will see the red flag of the revolu- 
tion floating over the towers of the 
Kremlin. It will eee the light and 


movement of lte in the mass of 


185,000,000 people whom the world 
had thought moribund. 

As this army of freedom pours out 
of Siberia with the coming of spring 
it will see by the on the 
farspreading steppe the recurring 
miracle of life. It will see crocuses 
and snowdrops pushing their way 
through the vanishitig ice and snow. 
That miracle of the steppe will typi- 
fy the still more wonderful miracle 
of human life—the restoration of 
living, sentient being of the soul of 
185,000,000 people which was be- 
Heved to have been smothered under 
the weight of centuries of oppres- 
sion. 

But on its conquering march from 
Siberia this army of freedom will 
leave behind it hundreds of thou- 
sands of comrades—men and women 
who bave paid the ultimate sacrifice 
to a high ideal: men and women 
who have fallen under the knout and 
the bullet, or have succumbed to 
disease or starvation. 

Their graves, scattered from one 
end of Siberia to the other, are the 
milestones that mark the long and 
tollsome march of the Russian peo- 
ple on the road to freedom.

AZUSA, April 11—<An attempt 
was made today to start an exodus 
of Mexican orange pickers from the 
Aus and Glendora district. A 
score of agitators came out from Los 
Angeles early in the morning and 
started the rounds of the groves, 
striving to induce the pickers to 
quit work. The men were told that 
if they would quit, the growers 


| would have to pay them $2.50 to go 


back to work. Where gangs of men 
refused to get down from their lad- 
ders they were pulled down and in- 
timidated. 

Word was sent to the packing- 
houses by several growers and a 
meeting was called of all the pack- 
ing associations in this district and 
deputy sheriffs summoned from Los 
Angeles. In the meantime, the agi- 


*| tators had corraled about 150 pick- 


ers and were marching them from 
grove to grove, getting a new bunch 
at each place. Farly in the after- 
noon, Deputy Guard and 
Webb arrived and with local au- 
thorities located the mob about two 
miles east of Azusa. A half desen 
of the ringleaders were arrested 
and the rest dispersed. 

Special guards were sworn in to 
guard all packing-houses in Azusa 
and Glendora and several large 
ranch properties. 

A Mexican picking crew working 
for the Azusa Orange Company 
etruck for $2.50 a day.

JUDGE FRUSTRATED IN DESIRE 
TO HEAR WIFE'S SIDE. 


She Smoked Cigarettes and Said 
if I Didn't Like it She Would 
Leave, Says Young Guardsman 
in Seeking Divorce — However, 
He'll Have to Wait for Decree. 


“My wife liked cafe life; she 
smoked cigarettes. She told me she 
was not going to break it off, and if 
I did not like it, she would leave.”

JUDGE FRUSTRATED IN DESIRE 
TO HEAR WIFE'S SIDE.

She Smoked Cigarettes and Said 
if I Didn't Like it She Would 
Leave, Says Young Guardsman 
in Seeking Divorce — However, 
He'll Have to Wait for Decree. 


“My wife liked cafe life; she 
smoked cigarettes. She told me she 
was not going to break it off, and if 
I did not like it, she would leave.”
